It'is a j-ieatcnor that f.inncis Ml into, if 


lliey attcni|it toliiiigc their success upon tlie 
production of a siiigl« crop lor u long term of 
yim. It is an cx|icriincnt that lias been tried 
in different .sections of onr own country and in- 
variably with tlic smiie lesult, viz, the ultimate 
Injury of agricultural interests. It. is s;iitl that 
In tin1 early history of Xcw England, that wheat 
was ral«d to a considerable extent, iiiul in fact 
until the soil refused to produce a crop. New 
York, one uf the great ivheal producing states 
of our Union, was some years fmcc visited 
•witli those Inscd pests which threatened (he 
entire destitution of tlic wheat crop, winch, up 
totliat tlmo had been ahnnst tlie only crop 
raked, and upon which the main Impeofllie 
Sew-York fiirnioi rested. 
AVith this supposed 


calamity c.imc forth the cry of ruin to the 
farmer, tin: ina'.'cts would dt^truy the whc:it, 
and at that lime It was believed to be the main, 
if not the only reliance of all; but whnt lias 
licen the icsnlt? Instead of ils Ijcina us first 
believed a source of ruin, it proved to bu one ol 
Ihe greatest blessings that ever bci'el any people ; 
for tlic yii-ld of wheat w.ts very rapidly tllmiii- 
Uhlng, and bad tbcre been not some such spe- 
cial interposition, a few years must have wit- 
.mined a soil barren, so I'M as raising wheat is 
concerned. Hut «ith the introduction of in- 
•ccU Injurious and 
destructive to the crop, 


came the desire to enter upon "new dcparUnes," 
and the cultivation of different crops: and to- 
day instead of viewing a soil deteriorated by a 
coiuUnl eil'iirt to furnish the elements foi a sin- 
gle crop, il is improved by the cultluallon of a 
"diversity of crops," which are caused to follow 
each other In a pro|«T and healthful relation. 
.And now, we find lliugicalcst variety of crops 
cultivated, and at the same time tlie avenge 
yield per acre increasing. Tlie amount produ- 
ced lias al-0 changed. During the year 18-19, 
there was produced in the whole stale 18,121,- 
498 bushels, this under the ravages of the 
wheat fly (C'rciiomyia ili'ilructu') Say, ami 
midge (JUiilonix tritica) was reduced to 8,081,- 
105 bushels In the year 185(1 ; but. under the 
new system of farming practiced, it lias been 
increased to 12,178, 4Dii bushels in J SOU will] 
a probably greater incieasc tlic present year. 
Now cannot an application of this result be. 
made also to tlie cultivation of cotton in tin 
Southern States, and ..Ko the prodiiclion o 
tobacco in both Xorthci n and Southern States '1 
It is very evident that tho continued productioi 
of cotton, year after year, musl, extract hirgolj 
of tlic elements that enter into the compositioi 
of the ci op, from the soil, and in process of 
time so exhaust it as to lender it incapable of 
fully maturing the same. The exhaustion can, 
of course, in a great measure be restored, or 
the effects be pievcnted by an application of' 
feililizers; but nature herself has ways of ef- 
fecting a icstorution, if not counteracted in her 
efforts, by the iiidlseietious of human kind. 
One of these ways, according to tlic results of 
extensive trii.l, is by the cultivation of a gi eater 
variety ol'croi», to succeed each other in a prop- 
er rotation, with an occasional season of t'.dlow, 
in which tho soil puts forth all her host efforts 
to the end of iccuiieriiling herself to again an- 
swer the demand:, of the ('.inner. One thing is 
certain, the system of agriculture must be im- 
proved; cultivation must be more thorough, 
less surface gone over with, if the best, results 
for the labor bestowed are required. The day 
of carelessness in conducting farming operations 
must ha\e the go by, and improvement be tlie 
watchword of the hour.

The sewers are conductud through 


ttosc lands, and the contents Uictcof arc used 
to fertili/e the lauds. Almost every house has 
direct connection by's'mks" with tho pipes 
which carry oil' all waste waters into the sew- 
ers. In the ''old town," where the houses arc 
very high, many families occupy one or two 
rooms; for each family a sink is provided— 
all of which connect with the larger outlets- 
mid by these distributed to the rural neighbor- 
hood especially. 


Bclw cen Edinburgh and Xcwhaven and Leitli 


there arc thousands of acres in market gardens 
and imrseiics, all icntod. Every tenant lias a 
Urge pond in his grounds, and a branch of Ihe 
sewer leads into the pond and (ills it with tlie 
contents thereof. After the pond is filled a few 
days, Ihe coal ashes from the city or tan bark 
or «a» dust is thrown all over the pond, to ab- 
sorb the moisture and act us deodorizers. Aflar 
the pond settles down, it is refilled from tlic 
icwcr, and the solid matters put in among it. 
That makes a deal of fertilizing material in a 
year. There is an overseer to each sewer, to 
give all the. tenants their due share of tlie con- 
tents. All these lands bear two crops annually. 
and are twice manuicd. The ashes, tanbark 
and sawdust, are got at small cost; so the haul- 
ing is nearly all the cost. When the liquid or 
watery portion is too great, it is carried oil' by 
miderdrains alter the solids settle for a few 
days. But much of the waters are applied to 
berry hushes, and make them thrive greatly. 
Other crops are so watered. 


Gooseberries are grown in acres by every 


tenant, and so are raspberries and strawbenies. 
Great crops of every kind aie produced by this 
rompm« and by watciing. Many tenants pay 
f 100 per acre per annum, and make large pro- 
fits, by the richest fertilizers being rim into 
their grounds. There is no waste—every par- 
ticle is made use of. 


Along the coast of the German Ocean, north- 


east of the city, there is two miles of a flat 
meadow, which is a mile and a-half broad. 
The city sewers arc carried in branches through 
that proat meadow, which is divided into two 
acre lots, by shallow ditches called "stanks." 
The sewers empty their contents into the 
ditches, and each division can be overflown by 
tire sewer contents, at pleasure, iu summer as 
•well as winter, and enriches the soil wonder- 
ftdly. Five heavy cuttings of grass are produced 
yearly, ami the grass is so thick and green, a 
•mall spot furnbhes a large load every cutting. 
Tbc divisions of the meadow are sold to dairy- 
men by auction early every April; the first 
cutting is ready in April and the last in No- 
vember. The saline matters among the sewet 
contents excites quicl< growth and prevents 
frosts from aficcting the grounds until very 
late; and even- wasting material of the cit> 
that is of value to the lands, is applied to them 


We may here remark, tlmt all the city dairy, 


men.keep their cows-in the stables all the yea; 
TMincU. In summer they got the meakow grits: 
and in iruifer arc procured acres of turnips 
which .are-cooked for thesfi' with chaff, cut hay 
and straw, along with grain and slops from 
fcrewcries and. distilleries.. From these, too 
ferge pmfits are secured.; and the cows yieli 
•early as much in winter as ih summer, will 
Ihe cooked food- Their beef, too, is juicy am 
tender, when fed with turnips as winter food.
